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V. POLICIES AND OBJECTIVES STATED BY THE KLAN 
Primary Objectives 

1. The establishment of an official and regular 
publication in newspaper form for the purposes of educating 
the uninformed masses of the global conspiracy; obtaining 
revenue from the sales of subscriptions, etc.; providing a 
medium for the unification of all Klan groups throughout the 
United States through a regular activity report column focus- 
ing on the efforts of Klan groups throughout the United 
States* This project will be a major breakthrough for the 
progress of the Ohio NKKKK and require the support of all 
members* 

2. The establishment of an associate status with the 
Ohio NKKKK for the purpose of obtaining regular contributions 
from individuals who do not see it proper for themselves to 
become a member, but would like to be able to certify their 
having supported the Ohio NKKKK. An Official Supporter card 
will be issued to such individuals for an established minimum 
contribution. The Official Supporter card will bear an expira- 
tion date just as the membership card does, in order to secure 

a regular annual or semi-annual contribution. The supportership 
program has worked well in the past for other Patriotic, Chris- 
tian organizations and often results in the Official Supporter 
becoming a Member of the organization. 

3. The implementation of an educational program 
directed to members of the Ohio NKKKK for the benefit of having 
a well-informed organization and enabling its members, there- 
fore, to effectively spread the Truth and Warn the public of 
the global conspiracy; to reinforce the Christian idealism of 
the Order; to inform the members of the implements and materials 
necessary to defend our Race and Survive during the struggle 

to come. 
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4. The implementation of a security system and/or 
organization within the structure of the Ohio NKKKK to protect 
the Order from subversions infiltration, and attack from with- 
in and without. 

5* The manufacture and sale of NKKKK souvenirs 
for the purposes of obtaining badly needed revenue. 

Policies 

1. A greater current of communication must be 
established between the State Office and the Officers of the 
Ohio NKKKK. There has been a great deficiency of communication 
between these levels in the past and has had a great deal to 

do with any lack of activism and membership the Ohio NKKKK has 
suffered. Greater correspondence and communication between 
the Office and the Field levels of the Order will induce a 
better relationship among them, and will add greatly to the 
overall efficiency of the Ohio NKKKK. 

2. A sense of responsibility to the growth and progress 
of the Ohio NKKKK, which is compelled by a dedication to Jesus 
Christ, Race and Country, should be felt by every member of 

the Order. The membership of the Ohio NKKKK should be composed 
of Reliable and Responsible individuals. If this criterion is 
used, we will be able to avoid many of the problems we have 
experienced in the past. 

3. We must now begin to build our Order from within, 
to strengthen the structure and composition of the Ohio NKKKK. 
In the past we have dedicated the greater portion of our efforts 
to propagating the truth and attempting to attain support 

from the Caucasian majority of this nation. The time table of 
our enemy now constrains us to redirect our efforts to the 
establishment of an Indestructible , Revolutionary Order dedi- 
cated to the redemption of our Christian Culture and the 
preservation of our Race*

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4. A greater sense of true Brotherhood, and a sense 
of mutual understanding must be maintained by the members of 
the Ohio NKKKK.
